7,387 eligible voters 
for Lompoc election 


Campaign near conclusion 
for first primary election 


There are 7,387 persons in Lompoc 
eligible to go to the polls in the March 2 
city council election. 
This represents a gain of 477 voters 
over the figures on December I last 
year. 
Registration for the March 2 voting 
closed on February I. and the gain over 
the December total represents only 
about 25 per cent of the loss experienced 
by the city when the voter rolls were 
purged after the General Election in 
November of 1974. 
Voters lose their registration if they 
fail to vote in a General Election. In 1974. 
nearly 2.000 Lompoc citizens failed to ex­ 
ercise their right at the ballot box. 
The Lompoc City Council has accepted 
for the city a challenge from the City of 
Alameda to become the votingest city in 
the 1976 bicentennial year and efforts are 
under way to find means of encouraging 
those eligible to vote who are not 
registered to do so before the deadline 
for the primary election on June 8. Last 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The Supreme 
Court today rejected a challenge to the 
controversial Petaluma plan which sets 
an annual limit on housing construction 
to ensure that the San Francisco suburb 
maintains its small-town character. 
The justices acted without comment in 
refusing to review a U.S. Court of Ap­ 
peals .decision which upheld the 
Petaluma ordinance against challenges 
by homebuilders, who called the plan ar­ 
bitrary and a violation of constitutional 
rights. 
The Supreme Court already has under 
review several cases in which zoning 
laws were used to block construction of 
apartment houses. But the Petaluma 
plan, which gained national attention, 
was the first case at the court which set 
an absolute annual limit on construc­ 
tion. 
Petaluma’s ordinance limited con­ 
struction of large housing developments 
or apartment houses to 500 units a year 
until at least 1977. Houses constructed in 
blocks of four units or less did not come 
under the plan. 
Sponsors said the plan was merely a 
means of providing orderly growth for a 
community 40 miles north of San Fran­ 
cisco whose population had more than 
doubled since 1950. By 1972, the town had 
about 30,000 residents, with a projected

The Supreme Court in recent years has 
reaffirmed the principle that zoning is a 
reasonable method of protecting a com­ 
munity environment, even if some 
persons are excluded, so long as there is 
no sign of race discrimination. 


U S. District Judge Lloyd H. Burke 
ruled the Petaluma plan unconstitutional 
in 1974. He said the ordinance would ef­ 
fectively bar persons seeking to live in 
Petaluma from finding homes there, 
thus violating a constitutional right to 
travel 


The appeals court reversed, first 
holding that right to travel could not be 
an issue in the case since the plaintiffs 
were homebuilders, not persons seeking 
to live in Petaluma, and thus their right 
to travel was not personally infringed

$35,000 on an advertising campaign in all 
nine state daily newspapers boosting 
Connally as a Democrat, even though the 
Texan is a Republican.

U.S. District Judge Oliver J. Carter 
threatened to cite the newspaper heiress 
for contempt of court if she wouldn't 
answer, but she steadfastly declined and 
instead took the 5th Amendment again 
and again. 
Miss Hearst returned to the witness 
stand after Carter ruled that she could be 
questioned about the period between 
September 1974 and September 1975 and 
could not invoke the 5th Amendment 
because she had voluntarily testified in 
her own defense. 
Defense attorney F. Lee Bailey 
objected to her taking the stand again 
with the jury in the courtroom, but was 
overruled by the judge. 
Prosecutor James L. Browning Jr .’s 
first question was; "When you came 
back cross country with Jack Scott, 
where did he drop you off?" 
"I refuse to answer on the grounds I 
might incriminate myself and cause ex­ 
treme danger to myself and my family." 
Browning asked the court to instruct 
her that "extreme danger" was not 
grounds for refusal and to instruct her to 
answer. Carter said he wouldn’t tell her 
that, but would order her to answer. 
"I ve already ruled you're not entitled 
to raise the 5th amendment," the judge 
said. 
Browning asked the question again, 
and she again 
refused to respond on 
grounds of self-incrimination. 
"If you continue to refuse it will be 
necessary for the court to cite you for 
contempt." Carter said. " I advise you to 
answer."

Charles Ward would like to 
see the Lompoc City Council - 
"Hopefully with me a member 
of it" - become more aggres­ 
sive in dealing with other cities, 
the county, water agencies, 
state and federal governments 
Ward. 40. lives at 1313 Orchid 
and has been a resident of Lom­ 
poc for 18 years He worked for 
eight years in the Police depart­ 
ment and is now a practicing at­ 
torney 
"I see no reason why the city 
couldn't become politely mili­ 
tant. which it hasn’t been so 
far. It has been satisfied to sit 
back and not fight very hard for 
anything, and has let quite a 
few things go by You can get a 
man s attention clearly without 
breaking his nose, but just as 
firmly, as opposed to tapping 
him on the shoulder and walk­ 
ing away if he doesn’t turn 
around 
• I think that’s what Lompoc 
has done at times It has ap­ 
proached a subject by saying. 
‘We can’t have those funds can 
we?’ The only reaction of any 
bureaucracy is going to be 
you’re right, you can’t because 
I ve got this group over here 
scream ing gim me, gimme, 
gimme!’ 
‘i ’m not sure I want Lompoc 
saying ’gimme, gimme, gim­ 
me’ but I want other cities, the 
county and state and federal 
governments to know we’re 
here and that we’re not going to 
take one thing less than we’re 
entitled to. I hope Iii have the 
opportunity as a member of the 
council to help it see that 
proper procedure for doing 
what is right for the city is to 
fight for it and fight like hell.” 
On other issues, Ward gave 
these answers: 
Water - "Feather River 
water is too expensive and until 
recently San Luis Obispo 
wanted no part of it. I like the 
pipeline idea, but I would prefer 
further exploration of deep 
wells. The federal government 
has given us money to dig deep 
wells. I’m thinking of an area 
down by Gref co. There could be 
b a sin s down there. As a 
layman, it seems logical to me 
that the whole area would be 
saturated from the dam. Water 
does move underground. I think 
it goes to the ocean, and if they 
put wells down deep enough 
they'll find water. I don’t know 
if the city’s biggest problem is 
electing someone to the council 
who knows everything about 
water. That’s why we hire 
engineers. The city has its 
engineers and its commissions 
to look into it. I think the pur­ 
pose of the council is to deter­ 
mine which is the proper course 
to be followed. All this informa­ 
tion is never going to be 
presented to the person off the 
street, but the council will have 
this information and I think we 
could deal with it.” 
Capital improvements — "A 
new city hall with attached fire 
station would be the No. I 
priority. The second would be 
downtown revitalization, using 
all the federal funds available 
short of urban renewal. 'Hiis 
raises the assessed valuation of 
our city and it is the biggest as­ 
set we have, so I think we 
should improve it and con­ 
tinually upgrade it. If we have 
to do it with city funds, it should 
be done on a matching basis. I

would like this to be a better 
looking town. I’m for bigger 
trees, nicer facades, maybe 
even wider sidewalks and malls 
and things like that. It can be 
done with federal money and it 
can be done with city money, 
but the only time I want city 
money used is when I can see 
the downtown merchants are 
contributing at least an equal 
share. Another function of the 
council is to see that the money 
is used wisely. 
"I would put an industrial 
park on the same priority as 
downtown revitalization. I’d 
like to see the city support an 
industrial park concept and sup­ 
port industry coming into the 
city, financially and morally. 
"I’d like to see the city work­ 
ing with LEDA and chamber of 
commerce. These people can 
get industry in if the city will be 
just a little more flexible. Hie? 
could put off the payment of 
permits, delay the time the in­ 
dustry coming in can pay for 
these things. Bring as many 
utilities as you can up close to 
that site, make it easy for them 
to come in; make them want to 
come in.” 
Northern California Power 
Agency membership — "I favor 
any small group that can get 
together and bring pressure to 
b ea r on PG&E and th e 
regulatory agencies that in the 
past have been used as rubber 
stam ps for PG&E. PG&E 
wants a rate increase and PUC 
says ‘You can have it.’ The HK 
city association has far more 
clout than any single city, and it 
has an attorney who can handle 
legal actions that our city at­ 
torney would be unable to do 
time-wise.” 
City taxes — "Taxes are held 
down by statutes. The city can’t 
raise taxes because it wants to, 
but because the assessed valua- 
tio n is b elo w w hat th e 
reasonable market would be. 
The only way to reduce taxes is 
to reduce services. I don’t think 
the people want to bite the 
bullet, even though times are 
hard. They would like to keep 
tax rates from going up, but we 
are turning the corner; all of a 
sudden people are starting to 
get jobs again, people are 
starting to get money again. I 
don’t think they want less ser­ 


vices. 
Ongoing programs - "I am 
basically pleased with the ser­ 
vices the city performs on a 
man-to-man employe level to 
the people I am not particular­ 
ly pleased with the heads of the 
departm ents’ reaction to the 
people. At tim es there is great 
disparity between what the 
employes are doing in the field 
and the reaction of the man in 
charge of those employes. Hie 
city council should set the tone 
on how upper echelon employes 
treat the business community 
and the entire mass of people " 
Annexation — "A feasibility 
study probably would show that 
annexation of V andenberg 
Village and Mission Hills would 
be a detrim ent to the city finan­ 
cially at the beginning, but in 
the long-run it would be a 
definite asset. There is choice 
area there; there s growth; it 
would make us a bigger city and 
would give us a bigger voice in 
what we need and want from 
the county and the state." 
Police departm ent staffing — 
"If all the em ployes were 
healthy it would be adequately 
staffed, but unfortunately they 
are not. The way the city 
system goes, if we have an in­ 
jured policeman and it seems 
unlikely he will come back, the 
city still waits a whole year to 
replace him. There should be 
funds in the budget to replace 
that man as soon as it becomes 
obvious he is not coming back 
If it should be that he is capable 
of coming back, then you have 
hired an extra officer for that 
period of time.

Optimism 
at air fare 


hearing 


Lompoc Valley Chamber of 
C om m erce M anager E a rle 
Sweetland said, "I think we 
have a good chance of winning 
this one I think we presented a 
very good case." 
He referred to the three days 
of public hearings conducted by 
the California Public Utilities 
Commission on a proposal to 
reduce air fares for Hughes Air 
West service from Santa Maria 
Public Airport 
Lompoc City Attorney Alan 
Davidson echoed Sweetland’s 
optimism: 
" I ’m encouraged," he said. 
"I was dubious at first at our 
chances, but I feel that a very 
good case for change was made 
by the people.” 
Asked to comment on one 
PUC official’s rem arks at the 
conclusion of the hearings F ri­ 
day afternoon that he was not 
convinced by the evidence 
presented that a fare reduction 
was justified, Davidson held to 
his contention that the people’s 
case was well presented. 
M ayor Art Scott also ap­ 
peared at the hearing, where he 
detailed the difficulties he had 
as mayor in flying out of Santa 
Maria, particularly to meetings 
of the N orthern C alifornia 
Power Agency as often as twice 
a month Travel is difficult, he 
said, because Swift Aire flights 
frequently are booked solid 
because of limited accommoda­ 
tions. 
He said it was his position as 
well as that of the city that 
reduced fares would result in 
greater use of the airlines by 
the public which would enable 
the return of jet service to the 
airport. 
Air West officials concurred. 
Terry Ashton, vice president in 
charge of planning, said the air­ 
line would proceed with its 
original market table which in­ 
cluded jet service to Santa 
Maria Without the fare reduc­ 
tion. however, Ashton said the 
airline would continue with F27 
service so long as the planes 
are in service When these are 
phased out. Air West will peti­ 
tion the Civil A eronautics 
Board to drop Santa Maria Air­ 
port from its service. 
Also appearing at the hear­ 
ings w ere V andenberg Air 
Force Base officials as well as 
a number of industrial, business 
and professional re p re se n ­ 
tatives. 
T he PUC. he o b se rv e d , 
sometimes looks for evidence 
of a different type at its hear­ 
ings, but the city’s case, he felt, 
showed a definite need for 
lower fares as an inducement 
for increased passenger usage. 
The City of Lompoc joined 
the city of Santa Maria and the 
Santa Maria Public A irport 
D istrict in petitioning the PUC 
for the hearings Air West had 
been refused fare reductions of 
$5 in its service to Los Angeles 
and San Francisco on three 
previous occasions. 
In his appearance before the 
hearings. Davidson said he was 
representing 25,000 persons in 
the city and 40,000 persons 
centered 20 miles south of the 
airport He pointed out that no 
reasonable railroad passenger 
service is available and that 
there are only two buses north 
and two south per day from 
Lompoc 
"F or businessmen,” he said, 
"it is vital that we get the best 
airline service out of Santa 
Maria, one reason being that by 
the tim e we drive to Santa Bar­ 
bara. we are halfway to Los 
Angeles anyway.”

Following the church dinner, 
the public is invited at 7 p m to 
meet and talk with the walkers 
and view a film from Japan.

them inside. 
As the gate was opened,

started walking towards the 
nuclear facility seven miles 
away. 


Authorities arrested the pair 
when they refused to give their 
names Two other men who also 


w ent p ast th e gate were 
arrested The four were put in­ 
side the PG&E bus. 


As deputies headed the bus

however, four more members 


of the group allegedly blocked 
the exit. TTiey were arrested 
on suspicion of interfering with 
a police officer in the perfor­ 
mance of his duty.

Kissinger seeks 'program' 


in N .C . 
ASHEVILLE. N C. (UPI) - 
In the still of the night, a faint 
noise marked the shifting of the 
earthen dam. Seconds later, the 
valley filled with the roar of 
tons of water, boulders and 
trees sweeping down on a sleep­ 
ing community. 


Mrs. Wayne King heard it: 
“ It was just a big roaring 
sound, like a wind was coming 
up on us from far away. It just 
kept getting louder and lou­ 
der." 
Mrs. King’s husband desper­ 
ately sounded his car horn in an 
attempt to warn other residents 
of the Newfound community. 


But the sound of the horn was 
lost in the roar of the wall of 
water from the dam, 1,600 feet 
up the mountainside, that had 
given way Sunday after nearly 
two inches of rain from 
thunderstorms had swollen the 
lake. 
The water slipped past King’s 
house and slammed into one 
across the street, killing Mr. 
and Mrs. Bud Ledbetter, their 
son, Leslie, 15, and his grand­ 
mother, Mrs. Savannah Ledbet­ 
ter, 77. 
Officials said about 25 other 
homes, house trailers and farm 
buildings, along with eight vehi­ 
cles, were either destroyed or 
heavily damaged. 
According to officials, a 
preliminary check indicated the 
bottom portion of the earthen 
dam holding back a three-acre 
lake became waterlogged. It 
shifted forward. At about 2:30 
a m. EST, the top 15 feet of the 
dam crumbled. 
“I assume that the reason for 
it was either the way the dam 
was constructed or there was 
just too much water, in the 
dam," said Civil Preparedness 
director William Perrigo. 
About IOO fam ilies were 
evacuated temporarily but al­ 
lowed later to return home 


BOGOTA. Colombia (UPI) — 
Secretary of State Henry Kis­ 
singer. calling for a “concrete 
program ” of hem ispheric 
cooperation, conferred with 
Colombian President Alfonso 
Lopez Michelsen Sunday night 
on the Panama Canal negotia­ 
tions and the problem of illegal 
narcotics traffic. 
Kissinger, who leaves later 
today for Costa Rica, also made 
it clear the United States will 
not use military force in future 
Angola-type situations. 
Kissinger arrived in Colom­ 
bia Sunday from Rio de Janeiro 
and spent the night at Hato 
Grande, Michelsen’s country 
retreat some 30 miles north of 
Bogota. 
A senior U.S. official in the 
Kissinger party said the Pana­ 
ma Canal issue was of key im­ 
portance in the secretary’s 
talks with Colombian leaders. 
Historically and economical­ 
ly. Colombia has a special in­ 
terest in a successful outcome 
of 
n e g o tia tio n s 
betw een 
Panama and the United States 
on a new treaty. 


Panama was a Colombian 
province until 1903 and some 
Colombian domestic trade be­ 
tween its Caribbean and Pacific 
Ocean ports goes toll-free 
through the canal. 
The United States has pro­ 
mised m aterial aid to the 
Bogota government in the bat­ 
tle against illegal drug traffic. 
Colombia is considered the 
main processing point for U.S.- 
destined cocaine from other 


South American countries. 
Kissinger’s comments on in­ 
tervention in Angola were made 
during a news conference. 
"Our view with respect to 
Angola, and that is our basic 
view with respect to other 
countries, is that countries 
should be permitted to settle 
their domestic affairs without 
having a government imposed 
on them by foreign troops.” he 
said.

United Press International 
Egyptian troops have taken 
control of the last big chunk of 
the Sinai Desert promised them

In Tel Aviv, political sources 
said Israel wants the United 
States to keep up its search for 
peace in the Middle East 
through talks with Arab coun­ 
tries but it will not settle for 
anything less than an Arab 
pledge of nonbelligerency. 
E gyptian forces Sunday 
moved into the final 89 square 
miles of Sinai territory they 
were promised under terms of 
the agreement worked out last 
year by Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. 
U N officials turned over the 
narrow strip of wasteland in a 
ceremony at a dusty outpost 
called Alpha, about 90 miles 
east of Cairo. 
The E g y p tian tak eo v er 
marked the end of a three- 
month Israeli pullback from its 
former front lines close by the 
Suez Canal. 
The new positions put the 
Egyptians about one-eighth of 
the way into the Sinai peninsula 
and gave them about 30 per cent 
of the 2.410-square-mile area 
relinquished by Israel under the 
interim pact signed Sept. 4. 
The other 70 per cent is a 
widened U N. buffer zone with 
early warning stations to pre­ 
vent an attack by either side. 
In Tel Aviv, political sources 
said the government decided to 
tell the United States it wanted 
to know what Syria. Egypt and 
Jordan were willing to give in 
exchange for further with­ 
drawals. 
The decision came in a un­ 
animous vote following a three- 
hour debate at Sunday s regular 
cabinet meeting, the sources 
said. 


Nixon, Mao Tse-tung me<t 


PEKING (UPI) - Former 
President Richard Nixon met 
with Chinese Communist party 
Chairman Mao Tse-tung today 
and the aging Chinese leader 
asked Nixon to convey his 
regards to President Ford when 
he returns to the United States. 
Nixon spent on 
hour 40 
minutes with the 82-year-old 
Mao 
A Chinese government 
spokesman said they “had a 
friendly conversation" on a 
wide range of subjects He did 
not elaborate. 
Nixon was accompanied to 
the noon meeting at Mao’s 
residence in Peking’s Forbid­ 
den City by his wife. Pat, and 
an aide, retired Col. John Bren- 
nen However, they did not stay 
for the entire session 
Sitting in on the Chinese side 
were Hua Kuo-feng, the new 
acting premier; Chiao Kuan- 
hua. the foreign m inister; 
Huang Chen, the chief of 
China’s liaison in Washington; 
Wang Hai-jung. vice foreign 
m inister, interpreter Tang 
Wensheng; and Chang Han-chi. 
deputy department directors of 
the foreign ministry. 
At the conclusion of the 
meeting, the spokesman said, 
Mao "asked Mr. Nixon to con­ 
vey his regards to President 
Gerald R Ford upon returning 
home." 
Nixon first met Mao four 
years ago on his historic visit to 
China that ended alm ost a 
quarter century of Sino-Ameri- 
can estrangement.

Two planes collide; 
2 die, 3 missing 


MOSS LANDING. C alif. 
(UPI) - "It was lucky we 
didn’t get hit by plane debris,” 
a marine researcher said of the 
in-flight crash of two small 
planes just off the central 
California coast 
The crash, which occurred 
Sunday about 3,000 feet over the 
Pacific, left two persons dead 
and three others missing One 
of the planes carried a pilot and 
six parachutists, and the other 
two persons. Four chutists sur­ 
vived. 
One plane was being used by 
the Fort Ord Parachute Club 
and the other by the Fort Ord 
Flying Club, both private 
organizations at the big Army 
base south of here. 
Mrs 
Jeannette Storti was 
aboard a state marine laborato­ 
ries vessel observing sea otters 
when the accident occurred. 
"We heard what was like a 
shotgun noise — a popping 
sound.” she said. “ We turned 
around and saw a wing floating 
down. There were four para­ 
chutes .. The next thing was the 
other plane,” Mrs. Storti said. 
"It seemed to be leaving the 
scene I couldn’t believe the 
plane was leaving. Then it was 
coming back toward us, but 
suddenly dropped into the 
water Nobody came out. It was 
lucky we didn't get hit by plane 
debris " 
TTie six chutists managed to 
bail out. but the pilot apparent­ 
ly went into the water with the 
plane. None of the two in the 
other craft bailed out. 


Mrs. Storti’s vessel pulled 
one live chutist to safety and 
recovered the body of another 
one Other boats in the area 
pulled the other three survivors 
out of the water and the other 
body. 
The missing and dead were 
not identified. 
The Army said one of the two 
persons in the Flying Club plane 
was in the military and the 
other was a Department of the 
Army civilian employe. A 
spokesman said the pilot of the 
chutists' plane was a civilian, 
one of the killed Jumpers was a 
D epartm ent of the Army 
employe and the other dead 
chutist was a soldier.

Senators 
charged with 


illegal fund 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - 
Major oil companies illegally 
contributed to a majority of 
senators voting for natural gas 
deregulation, the American 
Public Gas Association charged 
today. 
Edwin Rothschild, acting ex­ 
ecutive vice president of the as­ 
sociation, said the donations 
came from Gulf Oil, Phillips 
Petroleum and Ashland Oil 
companies. He said that “under 
these circumstances a cloud is 
cast as to whether these con­ 
tributions may have influenced 
their votes.” 
The association is made up of 
200 municipally-owned nation­ 
wide gas distribution systems. 
Rothschild said that until the 
questions of illegality are 
resolved by the ongoing investi­ 
gations of the Internal Revenue 
Service, the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission and the 
Senate Ethics Com m ittee, 
those senators allegedly in­ 
volved in the donations should 
refrain from further votes on 
the natural gas issue. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Bill 
and Emily Harris, who had 
helped kidnap Patricia Hearst 
and lived with her afterwards, 
said in a New Times magazine 
story that Miss Hearst could 
have escaped often and once 
was helped by park rangers 
without identifying herself. 
They also said that after they 
watched on television the kill­ 
ing of six fellow Symbionese 
Liberation Army members, 
Miss Hearst wanted to retalia­ 
te. 
“Actually after the shooting 
Patricia was very much for 
retaliating in the first few 
days... The kin<j of thing she had 
in mind was ‘an eye for an 
eye.” said Bill Harris. “ It’s 
not like Patty was bloodthirsty. 
I think it was more a position of 
aggressive naivete. She wasn’t 
a silent follower. She’s an in­ 
dividual that shows a lot of in­ 
itiative.” 
(At Miss Hearses bank rob­ 
bery trial in San Francisco, 


prosecutor James L. Browning 
told the judge he invited the 
Harrises to testify under oath 
about the activities of Miss 
Hearst but they declined.) 
In the Sunday m agazine 
story, the Harrises said one day 
they and Miss Hearst were 
walking on a beach outside San 
Francisco when they came to a 
cliff area. They said Miss 
Hearst was climging the cliff 
while they stayed below. 
"And suddenly,” said Bill 
Harris, “at the top we saw this 
ranger from the emergency 
squad ... put down a rope and 
scramble down to help her." 
He said that Miss Hearst was 
wearing a wig and w asn’t 
recognized. 
"She played it real cool,” 
said Harris, “thanked them and 
then just walked away. Later 
she kept telling that story over 
and over ‘It was such a close 
call.' she would say. ‘It’s so fan- 
tistic they did not recognize 
me.’”

polio. Paralyzed from the waist down, he 
was not expected to walk again 
But Jim did recover — completely — 
enough so that he was drafted into the 
Army in 1967 He was sent to Bien Hoa, 
the huge military base out of Saigon, 
referred to as “ the safest place in 
N am ,” when he was “ busted up.” 
Riding in a jeep, he became victim of a 
Viet Cong booby trap and lost both legs, 
an arm and one eye. 
Yes, he was “busted up" but his vision 
is still better than many people’s. He 
looks ahead to completion of his dream 
which devotes most of his time in helping 
other physically handicapped people. 
His 360-acre recreation ranch was 
purchased by Jim and his 68-year-old 
father in 1974 after his father was almost 
killed in a Denver fire and where they 
lost everything 
The two decided that now was a good 
time to set up the dream ranch. A 
realtor, impressed with Jim ’s ideas, 
found the place where the dream could 
become reality. 
This is the situation today — heavy 
monthly mortgage payments take most 
of Jim ’s disability pay. and if his dream 
is realized, he will need donations of 
money and equipment. Many people in 
the area of the ranch have become in­ 
terested and contribute services. He has 
appeared on local and national tv shows, 
trying to raise the necessary capital and 
equipment for Rancho Kumbya — at the 
same time sharing his enthusiasm and 
dream with other handicapped persons 
Jim is no stranger to public ap­ 
pearances. nor is the unfamiliar with as­ 
sisting and training the handicapped. 
While recuperating from his own injuries 
at Fitzsimmons General Hospital in 
Denver, he took part in all sports possi­ 
ble — using his artificial limbs. Snow ski­ 
ing. bob-sledding, water skiing, scuba 
diving, 
and his m ost favorite — 
horseback riding 
Jim can saddle up. mount and ride. He 
also trains horses. He has five Morgans, 
a small gelding and a pony. He favors the 
Morgans because of the breed’s gentle 
disposition A big project was his train­ 
ing of a beautiful stallion. Golden Boy. a 
double registered Palomino Morgan. He 
uses a special “ stump pounch" which he 
designed to use with a saddle in place of 
stirru p s, to give him control and 
leverage while riding 
It was his special love for horses that 
helped direct him to his present goal 
After rehabilitating himself by cam ­ 
paigning and showing horses. Jim 
started working with other handicapped 
men by teaching them to ride and instill­ 
ing confidence in them. He continued to 
direct his energies toward rehabilitating 
the handicapped by traveling with his 
father and talking to groups of handicap­ 
ped children and adults throughout the 
country. 
He has his own ideas about helping the 
handicapped He feels that every state 
should be a place where they can go and 
live and learn — most of all. to be with 
those of their own age. 
“You can t put a 19-year-old in with a 
person of 90." he declares. “We do not 
need nursing homes — we need more 
place like the Life Center in Colorado.” 
"At Life Center you take a severely 
handicapped person and put them with 
someone who can help him learn to do 
things on his own. You can't isolate them 
— the roommate must be about the same 
age and he or she must have a social life. 
The handicapped will learn to accept his 
own problems and other people will learn 
that we. the handicapped, are just sl­ 
owed down All we ask for is a chance.” 
For Jim, words such as "can’t, impos­ 
sible. self-pity" are simply and effec­ 
tively replaced by "can-do, possible and 
courage."

Although it was beset by a 
number of problems during the 
year, including a massive jump 
in malpractice insurance rates 
as well as general spiraling in­ 
flation. 1975 was a successful 
year for the Santa Ynez Valley 
Hospital. 
Boyd B. Bettencourt, presi­ 
dent of the board of directors of 
the hospital corporation, told 
members of the corporate 
membership at their annual 
meeting last Thursday night in 
Solvang that “ ...despite a 
number of crises during the 
year, the hospital had enough 
income to defray the expense 
necessary to provide excellent 
care and yet there was no ac­ 
cumulation of funds created by 
excessive charges to patients.” 


Bettencourt in his report said 
“ the medical malpractice in­ 
surance situation has caused 
hours and hours of thought, anx­ 
iety and frustration and con­ 
tinues to be a threat to the 
medical care of the people of 
this community. 


“ Similar to the operation of 
the hospital, malpractice in­ 
surance is predominately 
financed by those unfortunate 
enough to need medical care 
The real problem is caused by 
limiting the total responsibility 
to this small group while being 
extremely generous with 
awards of money. 
“ The legislature seems to 
believe that spreading the cost 
over a larger segment of 
society, to include not only 
those who need medical care 
but those who will need it as 
well, is wrong. Methods of con­ 
trolling enormous awards not 
only to victims but to other in­ 
dividuals including laywers 
have not been implemented. We 
should all be aware that a doc­ 
tor only advances the 
premiums for his malpractice 
insurance; it is paid for by his 
patients.” 
In his report, Bettencourt 
also paid tribute to the work of 
the hospital women’s auxiliary, 
staff, doctors and ad­ 
ministrator Betty Jamieson as 
well as members of the corn- 


jumped in 1975 to $932,868, com­ 
pared to $791.265 in 1974 and the 
length of stay decreased from 
5 5 days in 1974 to 4.2 days last 
year 
Beulah Ourston, auxiliary 
president, noted the group had 
provided $10,668 92 in the funds 
last year for a total more than

Ballard trustees move to develop 
new community school concept 


The first step toward develop­ 
ment of a flexible, community 
school program to meet the 
special needs of the Ballard 
community was taken Friday 
night by trustees of the Ballard 
School District. 
Adopted by the board was a 
resolution endorsing the con­ 
cept of community education as 
outlined by the Santa Barbara 
County Schools Center for Com­ 
munity Education Develop­ 
ment. 
In its resolution, the board 
said “ the Ballard School 
philosophy and program 
parallels the community school 
concept and the Ballard School 
operates as a little red school 
house. This resolution reaf­ 
firms our commitment to the 
concept and approach to the 
concept and authorizes the 
CCED to work with Mrs. 
Phyllis Axtell, principal, a 
parent and community advisory 
committee and a volunteer 
school community coordinator 
to develop a flexible plan that 
will assess and meet the special 
needs of the Ballard com­ 
munity.” 
Serving on the parent and 


community advisory commit­ 
tee will be Mrs. Alice Elliott, 
Mrs. Jean Johnston, and Mrs 
Kathy Adams. 
The community school 
program 
proposal 
was 
presented by William J. Cirone, 
center director. 
It was noted that the Ballard 
proposal grew as a result of 
several prior discussions 
between Cirone and members 
of the community. According to 
Cirone. the meetings served to 
point out that while the school 
today is committed to the com­ 
munity school program, a more 
formalized plan can help focus 
public attention on Ballard’s 
commitment while also serving 
as a catalyst to mobilize 
resources to meet community 
needs. 
Some of the needs identified 
at the sessions, Cirone said, in­ 
cluded; a wide range of ex­ 
panded recreational facilities 
and equipment; a meaningful 
project to revitalize the Ballard 
Protective and Improvement 
Assn.; a community newsletter 
prepared by a school com­ 
munity coordinator and printed 
with the assistance of the 


center; a needs assessment 
study to determine the interests 
of the entire community; a 
person to explore the possibility 
of new sources of funding to 
meet identified community 
needs and exploring of new 
sources for volunteers for 
school and community projects. 
Cirone said the center can 
provide the professional and 
technical assistance in working 
with the school staff, volunteers 
and community groups to 
develop needs assessments, 
train volunteers, provide in- 
kind contributions, including 
printing, and focus attention on 
Ballard’s efforts and achieve­ 
ments. 
The center, he noted, can also 
help explore potential funding 
sources, including the new 
federal special projects act 
which will make funds 
available for community school 
programs. 
Next step calls for a meeting

The most disappointing season in re­ 
cent years for the Lompoc Braves came 
to an end Friday night as the Braves lost 
to Righetti 77-58 on the Warriors’ home 
court.

For the second time in two nights, he 
bettered his own world indoor high jump 
best and even improved on it by Vt an 
inch to record a 7-6Mi-leap in the San 
Diego Indoor Games Saturday. The Long 
Beach State student the previous day had 
jumped 7-6l/» at New York. 
“Something’s gotta be going right,” 
beamed the outspoken athlete. “I have 
no right jumping this well. 
“Really, I haven’t had any serious 
speed workouts yet and I've done ab­ 
solutely no weight lifting. Right now, I 
think 7-8 is within my reach when I es­ 
calate my training.” 
It was the second time Stones has 
cleared the 7-6Mi height. 
“I’m not concerned about peaking too 
soon.” he said, “because my training is 
still low key.” 
Stones, a bronze medalist at the 
Munich Olympics four years ago and a 
heavy favorite at Montreal, was rated 
the No. I high jumper in the world in 
1973, 1974 and 1975. He said he would 
compete in two more indoor meets this 
winter, including Montreal March 5 and 
the NCAA championships at Detroit 
March 13. 
Tanzania’s Filbert Bayi was upset by 
New Zealander Rod Dixon, who came 
from behind to win the mile in 3:56.8, the 
best indoor time of the year. Bayi, world 
record holder in the 1,500 meters and the

MOSCOW (UPI) - Five thou­ 
sand Soviet delegates and 
hundreds of foreign guests vir­ 
tually have taken over Moscow 
for Tuesday’s opening of the 
25th Congress of the Com­ 
munist party. 
It was the kind of Moscow 
rarely seen in midwinter - or 
at any other tim e: clean, 
spruced up and relatively well 
stocked with consumer goods. 
Flower sellers appeared on 
the streets for the first time 
this winter. Imported goods, in­ 
cluding Fast German leather 
products, Czechoslovak glass­ 
ware and Hungarian clothing, 
appeared in store windows. 


A policem an stopped a 
foreigner driving a muddied far 
and, while sparing him me 
customary $1.33 fine for operat­ 
ing a dirty vehicle, told him to 
wash it “for the congress ” 
Delegates bustled around 
town in fleets of red-flagged, 
black automobiles, hidden from 
view by gray rear-window cur­ 
tains. 
Foreign Communist guests 
arrived at regular intervals to 
be received with bearhugs and 
backslaps at the international 
airport They included Cuba s 
Fidel (’astro. Portugal's Alvaro 
Cunhal. Hungary’s Janos Radar 
and Alves Batista, a leader of 


the victorious Marxist forces in 
Angola. 
However few their supporters 
at home, people like Gus Hall of 
the U S Communist party and 
Gordon McLennan of Britain 
ra te d Star tre a tm e n t in 
Moscow 
Georges Marchais of the 
French Communist party, who 
has criticized the Soviet Union 
for its alleged violations of 
human rights, did not come 
Authorities did not appear to 
be locking up dissidents and 
Jewish activists as they have on 
previous important occasions. 
But some — including writer 
Andrei A m alrik who was 


released by police after a 
weekend in jail — said they 
would leave Moscow for the 
duration of the session. 
The congress, at which 
delegates unanimously will ap­ 
prove policies and elect leaders 
already decided in advance by 
the party’s rulers, probably will 
run IO days in the glass and con­ 
c re te K rem lin P alace of 
Congresses. 
It will open with a policy 
speech by General Secretary 
Leonid Brezhnev, which al­ 
ready has been “unanimously" 
approved by the party’s central 
committee. 
W estern analysts expect 


Brezhnev and the vast majority 
of the present leadership to re­ 
main in office.

two of snow (to stay) it would

sion agent in eastern Colorado, 
said. “ Well take moisture 
however we can get it." 
Drought destroyed 70 per cent 
of the area’s winter wheat crop 
and high winds whisked away 
much of the top soil in huge 
clouds of dust 
Kansas farmers said their 
weekend blizzard hurt their 
parched wheat crop more than 
it helped it. 
The storm brought winds 
gusting from 40 to 80 miles an 
hour and caused further erosion 
of the already damaged crop, 
particularly in southern Kan­ 
sas. 
“ In the southern two-thirds of 
the state there was from no 
benefit to rather severe dama­ 
ge," said Earl Hayes, president 
of the Kansas Association of 
Wheat Growers. 
The winds lifted the snow 
from the thirsting soil before its 
moisture could be absorbed. 
No m oisture w as in the 
forecast for the early part of 
this week

These 
count lies like to give the impression they 
are independent of the superpowers for it 
is more acceptable among the develop­ 
ing nations to accept arms from tiny 
Cuba and North Korea. 
Neither country, of course, produces 
arms for export but merely trans-ships 
Soviet arms Both Cuba's Fidel Castro 
and North Korea’s Kiln Il-sung are con­ 
sidered to tx' firmly under Soviet control 
The Angolan conflict has focused the 
world spotlight on the Cuban role in 
Africa. But the news reports haven’t 
mentioned that North’Korea. too. is sup­ 
porting pro-Soviet military factions 
throughout the world. 
The Pentagon documents report that 
North Korea has sold or granted more 
than $44 million worth of military 
hardware to such countries as Burundi. 
Egypt 
Mozambique. Pakistan. Sierra 
Leone. Syria. Tanzania. Togo and Zaire. 
The shipments range from rocket 
launchers and jeep-mounted recoilless 
rifles to communications equipment and 
torpedo boats One of the most surpris­ 
ing revelations in the secret documents 
is the report of North Korean aid to 
Zaire, which heretofore has been con­ 
sidered a pro-Western government. Yet 
the North Koreans not only supplied 
Zaire with some $6 million in armaments 
but also sent a 125-man training mission 
to Zaire The mission, according to a 
secret report, “arrived early in 1975 
(and) trained recruits for a Zairean 
division ’’ 
The report adds that 105 “departed 
Zaire in December 1975. Of the remain­ 
ing. three are medical specialists, nine

are artillery instructors and eight are 
training Zairean infantry instructors." 
In Korea, meanwhile the U.S. Com­ 
mand is worried that the rambunctious 
Kim 11-sung may order another invasion 
of South Korea. This has led Lt. Gen. 
James Hollingsworth, the top U.S. field 
commander in South Korea, to warn of 
U S retaliation against the North. 
His statements have caused a flap in 
the backrooms of Washington. Reps. 
Stephen Solarz. D.-N.Y.. and Don 
Fraser. D.-Minn.. fearful that American 
troops might get involved in another war 
on the Asian mainland, have introduced 
a bill to end all arms aid to South Korea 
unless the 42,000 U.S. troops are 
withdrawn 
Asst. State Secretary Philip Habib also 
blew into the Honolulu headquarters of 
the Pacific command. A confidential 
document reports that Habib "indicated 
in no uncertain terms that State feels 
that Hollingsworth is becoming a 
liability with his all-revealing press 
statements.” 
Not long a fte r H abib's v isit. 
Hollingsworth was abruptly retired. 
N evertheless, a State Department 
spokesman insisted that Habib “was not 
involved in any way. shape or form with 
Gen Hollingsowrth’s retirement.’’ 
STIFLED RESEARCH: We recently 
reported that the stodgy administrators 
of the National Institutes of Health were 
stifling research which they considered 
“unconventional ." This has caused the 
United States to drop behind other na­ 
tions in certain fields 
In response to our column, several 
scientists have contacted us about other 
vital research that NIH is neglecting. 
Here are a few examples: 
— Dr. Robert Reisinger has claimed 
for years that sudden infant death syn­ 
drome is more likely to occur among 
bottle-fed than breast-fed babies. This 
was supported last year by a New 
Zealand study which claimed IO bottle­ 
fed infants died of the syndrome to every 
breast-fed infant. However, his work has 
been discouraged and completely ig­ 
nored bv the National Institute of Child 
Health 
— Dr. James Enstrom of UCLA has 
studied the cancer rates among certain 
groups, such as the Mormons whose 
mortality rate from cancer is 30 per cent 
lower than the national rate. He has sub­ 
mitted numerous proposals to NIH to 
study different groups, which could 
provide insight into the causes and 
prevention of cancer. None have 
received funding. 
— Dr. George Mann of Vanderbilt 
University has linked diabetes symp­ 
toms to an ascorbic acid deficiency. Yet 
all his proposals for NIH research grants 
since 1965 have been turned down 
— Dr. Terrance Anderson and Dr. 
Wilfred Shute in Canada have been work­ 
ing with vitamin E as a treatment for 
heart disease. Researchers in Japan suc­ 
cessfully inactivated 21 different 
bacterial viruses with vitamin C. Yet 
NIH has failed to follow up any of this 
research.

What’s wrong 
with half-time? There would be a need 
for two less lunch aides. There would be 
the same number of students to super­ 
vise. I thanked Dr. Bloom for talking to 
me and explained I didn’t agree with him 
but respected him for responding to my 
call. 
My feeling is that budget cuts should 
not start with students but with staff and 
services. If the school closures go 
through we will have student displace­ 
ments for years to come, i.e., Clarence 
Ruth capacity.

Special treat­ 
ments had been ordered several times 
for him when he was severely ill, doing 
him no good because he was scared and 
upset and could not cooperate with the 
therapist. Then Mr. Tribbey spent some 
time explaining and comforting him so 
that when he started the treatment my 
son knew what to do and was no longer 
afraid and therefore got great relief 
from these treatments. Since then Mr. 
Tribbey has worked more and more with 
him. Now when my son is having an 
asthma attack the person he wants to see 
is Larry Tribbey. 


I have talked with Mr. Wides the 
hospital administrator. He told me a 
therapist can only do what the doctor has 
ordered. As far as the medication and 
treatment goes this is true, but Mr. Trib­ 
bey does so much more. I have talked 
with people who have needed respiratory 
therapy after surgery.

When the school board voted to close 
two neighborhood elementary schools in 
our district, 
they asserted that they 
could not allow themselves to be in­ 
fluenced by “special interest" groups.
